o* Mississippi, a negro, thought he had 
secured rooms at 
Hurst's hotel, but 


when he returned there Monday even- 
Ing from thu headquarters of the Mer- 
chants' Republican league, he was in- 
formed that the cleric had made a mis- 
take in assigning him aroom, every room 
i- tho hotel having been previously en- 
gaged. Hill look In the situation at once. 
He quietly paid his bill and took a street 
car for the home of 'William P. Dye. He 
Is still there, and will continue to make 
that place his headquarters. 


"Those men who are having trouble In 


getting rooms for colored delegates have 
only themselves to blame," said S. M 
Kennard, president of the Business 
lien's league. "Wher. \ve got the conven- 
tion, we pledged ourselves to take care 
of the colored men, and we are going to 
do It. But those who waited until the 
last minute will have to take what they 
can get. so long as It Is clean and good. 
"White men cannot get accommodations 
at the hotels now. They are all filled up 
for convention week. But we will take 
care of the colored men, as we said we 
would." 


James Cox, secretarv of the Business 


rJen's league, denies emphatically that 
the negroes are being discriminated 
against. He says that Commltt'jeman 
Hill of Mississippi had no right to com- 
plain that he could not find hotel accom • 
modations. A letter had been written to 
hini more than a month ago, telling him 
that unless early application was made, 
all the rcoir.s at tho hotels would b.i 
taken. In tills letter the Business Men's 
league offered to engage rooms for Hill 
and the Mississippi delegation. He did 
not reply to this. "Furthermore," con- 
tinued Mr. Cox, "Mr. Hill has not been 
to see us since he came to the city, if h,- 
will cunie here, we will find him good 
rooms and board. All this talk about th« 
color line is nonsense. 
We made the 


promise to lake care of the colored dele- 
pates, and will do it. 1C they refuse to 
come and let us know they desire lodg- 
ings, then the fault is not ours." 


P. H. Lannen, editor of the Salt Lake 


Tribune, arrived yesterday, in company 
with Xational Committeeman Salisbury 
of Utah.

InK ol' Japan trom Oriental slumbur 
centuries la being lollowtd byaneciually 
rapid wustori.lzlnjf of her .methods of 
Industry; that, while the Japanese do 
not have the Inventive faculty of Amor- 
leans, or even o£ Europeans, their in- 
itiative faculties are wonderful. Their 
jtandarcl ot living would be reKartltd ag 
practical starvation by the workmen of 
the United States, and hours o£ labor 
average 12 a day. Such Bkllled workmen 
as 
blacksmiths, • carpenters, masons, 


compositors, lallors and plasterers re- 
ce'.ve Ln Japanese cities only from 26 to 
32 cents, ar»d factory operatives, 5 to 
20 cents a day tn our money, and nearly 
double those sums In Japanese sliver 
money, while £arm hands receive $1.41 a 
month. 


Kuropeans and Americans, says Mr. 


Dln^loy, arc recognlzlnr.; the profitable 
Held afforded for Investments and fac- 
tor-leu, and he adds: "Sixty-one cotton 
mills, controlled ostensibly by Japanese 
companies, but promoted by Europeans, 
and sevaral small silk factories are In 
operation, with something like COOrUOO 
spindles. Japan is making most of the 
cotton goods required to supply the 
narrow wants of her own people, and is 
beginning to export cheap silk fabrics 
and handkerchiefs. Recently a watch 
factory with American machinery v--as 
established by Americans, although the 
stock Ls held In the names of Japanese, 
as foreigners will not be permitted to 
carry on manufacturing In their own 
r.ames untr. 1S99, and the progress made 
Inilit.'att's that the enterprise "will prove 
a success. 


"While your committee have not found 


that any articles of importance made by 
factory methods !n Japan, outside of 
cheap silks, handkerchiefs, mattlnps, 
ruffs, etc., have as yet invaded the .mar- 
kets of the United States, it Is probable 
that the rapid Introduction of machinery 
Into Japan will, within a few years, 
make Japanese factory products, es- 
pecially fine cottons, silks and other 
articles In which the labor cost here Is 
an Important clement In production, a 
more serious competitor In our markets 
than products of Great Britain. France 
and Germany have been, simply for the 
reason that Japanese wages are lower 
than European wa^es, and Japanese 
labor Is likely soon to become as effec- 
tive with machinery as European labor. 
The result will be counteracted eoruo- 
what by the Inevitable tendency of con- 
tact with civilization to Improve the 
standard of living, and consequently tho 
wases of the Japanese workmen."

the investigation of the sale of United 
Slates bondn during the years 1894, 1S05 
and 1S9S, wns made public yesterday. 
1'ht statement la dated June 1. Review- 
ing tho conditions which led to the bond 
iKSUL-y. the HCcretary says: 


"Largely on account of apprehensions 


In this country nnd abroad as to the 
ability of the government to continue 
the current reLieinptlon of Its nolta in 
fold coin, :iiul maintain the parity of the 
two rnetal.s, the exports of fold during 
the fiscal year 1893 reached the unpre- 
cedented amount of J108,030,84-1, nearly 
all of which was withdrawn from tho 
public treasury by the presentation of 
notes for redemption. During the three 
months next preceding March 7, 1S93, 
when I assumed control o! this depart- 
ment, the withdrawals of gold from the 
treasury amounted to ?H5,563,093, and 
during the eight months next succeed- 
ing that datfc the withdrawals amounted 
to $50,197,219, while the exports amonnte-1 
to $39,9fiD.C»29. 
These withdrawals and 


shipments began on a large scale In 
June, 1892, and continued with only short 
periods of Intermission until the cloae of 
the fiscal year 1S93. On Dec. 31. 1692, the 
free gold In the treasury amounted to 
$ii:l,26G,802.29, and on Feb." 28 It had fallen 
to 
$103,2S'l, 218.31. The 
reserve 
fund 


would have fallen below 5100,000,000 be 
fore March 1, 1S93, if my predecessor In 
oJfice had not effected arrangements In 
January and February by which the 
sum of about $8,250,000 In gold was pro- 
cured from certain bankers at Xew York 
In exchange for United States notes and 
otherwise. 


"Notwithstanding the most strenu- 


oua efforts by the department to main- 
tain $100,000,000 reserve Intact, the pres- 
entation ot notes for redemption to pro- 
cure gold for shipment abroad continued 
to such, an extent that on April 22, 1893, 
for the first time since the fund -w 
established, it became necessary to use 
a part of it for redemption purposes, and 
)t was reduced to S95.432,357, and was 
i educed on Jan. 17, 1394, to {69,757,824. 
The cash balance then in the treasury, 
excluding the current llabllltleB, but In- 
cluding the gold reserve and all sub 
sldlary and minor coin, was only $83,- 
9(11,402. Very little g-old was being re- 
ceived, owing to dues to the government, 
and It was therefore Impossible to in 
crease the reserve without resorting to 
the Issue and sale of bonds, under the 
authority conferred by the resumption 
act. The caJl of Jan. 17,1894, for an Issue 
ot 550,000,000, brought to the treasury 
558.600,917. 


"On March'6, 1894, a'ter this sale had 


been completed, the free gold amounted 
to 5107,446.802, and after falling to 552,- 
189,500 Aug. 7, 1504, It was slowly replen 
Ished by voluntary exchanges of gold 
coin for Unitod States notes and other 
currency by the banks, and by small re- 
ceipts of gold In the payment of dues to 
the government, 
until Nov. 14, 1894, 


when It reached S61.S7S,374. In the mean- 
time the frequent presentation of notes 
for redemption In gold by Individuals 
and Institutions not desiring It for ex- 
port, clearly Indicated the existence ot 
uneasiness la the public mind, while for- 
eign exchange was almost constantly 
at or near a rate which made It neces- 
sary to export gold to pay bills at their 
maturity, and, consequently, with- 
drawals for shipment were dally threat- 
ened. 
Some shipments of gold were 


actually being made, and as the season 
was approaching when large exporta- 
tions nearly always occur, It was con- 
sidered absolutely necessary for the 
maintenance of the public credit and 
the continued execution of the mone- 
tary policy declared by congress In the 
act of July 14, 1890, and repealed in the 
act of Nov. 1, 1893, to resort agatfi to an 
Issue of bonds. 
Public proposals ac- 


cordingly were issued for the sale of ad- 
ditional 0 per cent 10-year bonds to the 
amount of $50,000,000. 


"Four hundred and eighty-six bids 


were received, amounting to $178,836,Oj9, 
nearly all of which were at rates which 
would yield to tho Investors 3 per cent 
or less. One bid for the -whole sum of 
f50,000,000, 'all or none,' upon the basis 
of 2.S7S per cent, being the most advan- 
tageous offer for the government that 
wag made, either singly or by aggro- 
gating the separate bids, was accepted. 


"The payments Into the treasury on 


account of this sale, amounting to 553,- 
538,500, were not entirely completed un- 
til after Dec. 1, 1894, and It soon became 
evident that the transaction had not 
been effectual to stop withdrawals of 
gold. 
These large withdrawals were 


due almost entirely to a feeling of ap- 
prehension In the public mind, especially 
among the holders of our securities 
abroad, which Increased !n Intensity 
from day to day until It reached the pro- 
portions of a panic In the financial cen- 
ters, and It was evident that, unless 
effectual Eteps were promptly taken to 
check the growing distrust, the govern- 
ment would be compelled within .1 few 
days to suspend gold payments and 
Srpp to a silver and paper standard. 
The situation was so grave that the at- 
tention of congress was called to the sub- 
ject by a special message from the 
president on Jan. 28, 1S95." 


After freely quoting from this mes- 


sage, the secretary says that congress 
having failed to pass any measure for 
the relief of the treasury, or to take any 
action calculated to allay the serious 
apprehensions then existing in the pub- 
lic mind, a contract was entered Into on 
Feb. S. 1S95, with August Belmont OS: Co. 
Df New York, on behalf of themselves 
and N. jr. Rothschild & Sons of London, 
and J. P. Morgan & Co. of New York, 
on behalf of themselves and J. S. Mor- 
gan & Co. of London, for the purchase 
of 3,500,000 ounces of standard gold at 
the price of S17.S0441 per ounce, to be 
paid for in United States SO-year 1 per 
cent bonds. Not less than one-half of 
the gold was to be procured abroad. Ag

enacted, and on Jan. 6. 1890, a circular 
WRS Issued asking for subscriptions for 
5100,000,000 4 per cents of the same char- 
acter as the others.

from irresponsible parties, was thrown 
out.

"I know of no method by which thn 


market price of 550,000,000 or 5100,000,000 
In bonds, ctl] put on the market at the 
earrie time and to be paid for In gold, can 
be ascertained, except by offering them 
for sale to the public at large or by ne- 
gotiating with capitalists here and in 
other countries, who are acquainted 
with the value of such securities, and are 
In the habit of dealing In them. Of 
coui-ae such large amounts offered at 
one time cannot -be sold for as high a 
price, payable In gold, as can be obtained 
for smaller amounts to be paid in the 
ordinary way, and my opinion Is that 
the prices received by the government 
for the bonds sold In 1SS4, 1895 and 1S96 
were as high as It was possible to ob- 
tain under the circumstances existing 
at the time when the sales were made."

The Chief Topic of Con- 


versation at Present, 


QUESTION OF A SILVER BOLT 


CONSIDERED. 


The Color Line Question is 


Practically Settled. 


St. Louis, June 10.—No solution of thp 


puzzling question has been reached, as 
to wft.it shall be done with the negro 
delegates to 
the national convention. 


The proprietors of the leading hotels 
liecy that they have refused to entertain 
colorud men, but say their rooms are all 
"engaged." and that they cannot accom- 
modate the neneoes. much as they might 
•wish to do so. A large number of na- 
tional commltteero.cn have arrived, but 
thuy are reticent about giving their 
views regarding the treatment of thu 
negroes by the St. Louis hotel and board- 
ing house keepers. 


National Commltteeman James Hill 


of Mississippi, a negro, thought he had 
secured rooms at Hurst's hotel, but 
when he returned there Monday even- 
ing from the headquarters of the Mer- 
chants' Republican league, he was In- 
formed that the clerk had made a mis- 
take In assigning him a room, every room 
in the hotel having been previously en- 
R.iged. Hill took In the situation at once. 
He nulotly paid his bill and took a street 
car for the home oi "William P. Dye. He 
is still there, and will continue to make 
that place his headquarters. 


"Those men who are having trouble In 


getting rooms tor colored delegates have 
only themselves to blame," said S. M. 
Kennard, president of the Business 
Men's league. "When we got the conven- 
tion, we pledged ourselves to take care 
of the colored men, and we are going to 
do it. But those who waited until the 
last minute will have to take what they 
<-jiri g>>t, so long as it Is clean and good. 
\Yhitc men cannot get e,ccorr.modo.tlonn 
at the hotels now. They are all filled up 
lor convention week. But we will take 
care of the colored men, as we said we 
would." 


James Cox, secretary of the Business 


Men's league, denies emphatically thar 
the negroes are being discriminated" 
against. He says that Commltteeman 
Hill oC JIlgslsBippl had no right to com- 
plain that hfi couid not find hotel accom- 
modatlons. A letter had been written to 
him more than a month ago, telling him 
that unless early application was made, 
all the rooms at the hotels would bn 
taken. In this letter the Business Men's 
league offered to engage rooms for Hill 
and the Mississippi delegation. He did 
riot reply to this. "Furthermore," con- 
tinued Mr. Cox, "Mr. Hill has not been 
to see us since he come to the city. If he 
will come here, v/e wilt find him good 
rooms and board. All this talli about the 
color line is nonsense. 
"Vfe made the 


promise to take care of the colored dele- 
gates, and will do It. If they refuse to 
come and let us know thev desire lodg- 
ings, then the fault Is not ours." 


P. H. Lannen. editor of the Salt Lake 


Tribune, arrived yesterday, In company 
•with National Committeenmn Salisbury 
of Utah. Both of them are for free sil- 
ver, and will advocate a plank of that 
character for the platform. "It will be 
folly for any one man to say what the 
convention will do on the money ques- 
tion," said Mr. Lannen, "but I am con- 
fident It will not declare for a single 
Bold standard. Neither do I think the 
platform will declare for free silver. I 
nm not pretending to say what the con- 
tention will or will not do, but It Is my 
honest opinion that the money plank 
will be of a character that the free sil- 
ver men of the party can stand on. It." 
Mr. De Youngr and Mr. Salisbury', w-ho 
were both present while Mr. Lannen 
was talking, concurred in what he said. 
' Powell Clayton of Arkansas Is her.;, 
and lavors a single gold standard plat- 
form. 


The list 'of vice presidential candi- 


dates has been largely 
speculative. 


Governor Hobart of New Jersey has the 
active support of many of the eastern 
delegates, as- nlao has Senator Proctor 
of Vermont. H. Clay Evans of Ten- 
nessee will be named'by the Tennessee 
delegation, while U. S. Grant of Cali- 
fornia will have the support of some of 
the delegates from the far west. 


Governor Bradley of Kentucky Is not 


lost sight ot, "In the very Improbable 
event of there being more than one ballot 
for the first place," said A. J. Loring oE 
Kentucky, "Governor Bradley will still 
be supported for the presidential nomi- 
nation. He has already announced that 
he would not take second place, but no 
loyal Republican will refuge to obey tha 
command of hi? party." 


John. J. McCullagh, edl tor of The Globe- 


Democrat, said; 
"Reed can have the 


vice presidency without asking for It. 
It Is his U he will only quit refusing it. 
He has all along maintained that he 
wants first place or none. But still 1 
consider it quite possible that he may 
accept second place. If not Reed, I could 
not begin to predict a probable nominee." 


"Allison will get a very nice vote on 


the first ballot," says Colonel McCullagh. 
"I think his vote will be the largest next 
to McKinley. out I regard the Iowa sen- 
ator as practically out of the race, t can- 
not conceive how he can get a place on 
the national tlcKet." 


W. S. Manning of Albany, who is full 


of McKinley enthusiasm, says: "Major 
McKinley win win. on the first ballot. 
Three-fourths of the convention vote 
will go to him. The only question left 
Is the choice of vice president. 
IfReod 


persists in » refusal, some time will have 
to be taken in deliberating this point. 
Reed 13 "unmistakably the choice of the 
party, and he should think well before 
refusinS.lt- When his party calls for 
him. he should respond." 


"Who will the candidate be If Reed ro- 


fuses?" 
"Well, it ought to be a southern man, 


Jvut I hardly believe one from that sec- 
tion will be able tp secure It." 
Politicians, great and small, black an'd 


white, and. all^ the intermediate shadba 
of complexion'from all over the Union1 
are swnrnjln* Into ttji* city. For the lut 
v.-cek tnoy bam b*«fl dropping in at odd 


rntervals by ones and twos. But now 
they are coming by the carload. Al- 
though It.is a week until the convention, 
will: be called to order, there is a vast 
amount of preliminary work to be done. 
There are score's of contests to be argued 
before the national committee, and 
added to this la a vast deal of routine 
work to be done. 


There has been little local betting yet, 


but what there Is Is all for McKinley. 


There Is already considerable discus- 


sion among tne delegates and other 
party leaders who have arrived, as to tne 
probable course that will be pursued 
on the financial question, and It Is be- 
coming evident that this question will 
receive more attention than any other 
in the committee on resolutions, and 
from the delegates generally.

It Is gathered from those who 
are already hare that the disposition to 
bolt the convention Is confined to but 
few. Ont of the most prominent of thp 
silver delegates.said that the men from 
Ihe west felt that they had been elected 
by Republican constituents to meet in 
convention to secure all they could fnr 
silver, but that they were not authorized 
to bolt It they found themselves In a 
minority, and that the more they con- 
ferred the more general was the opinion 
that they should stand by the Republi- 
can organization. 


Amcinsj the representatives from the 


west, the name- of M. H. De Young, mem- 
ber of the national committee from 
California, .and u strong advocate of free 
silver, Is already being urged in connec- 
tion with the nomination for the vice 
presidency. When Mr. De Young waa 
asked for an expression of his views as 
to the course of Llie silver men, he said: 
"The delegates from the sliver states 
are very determined in their desire to 
advance the Interest of silver. They 
want the right to have free coinage ol 
silver, at the ratio of 16 to 1. Some of 
them are very radical, and talk about 
leaving the convention In case they fail 
to have their vleivs adopted. This action 
will not be general. The silver men, 
especially of Colorado, Montana and 
other states, where sliver Is an important 
factor, think that If Teller would be 
nominated by the Democratic party in 
Chicago, there would be no question ol 
his endorsement by the two conventions 
that meet In St. Louis July 22. That Is 
the silver party convention, and the 
Populist party. In fact, It is an under- 
standing, already made and agreed to, 
that both of these conventions will en- 
dorse the nomination of Teller. If Tellei 
Is nominated by these three parties, my 
private opinion IB that he will come very 
near being elected. There Is one serious 
question through the whole of the prop- 
osition. 
Will the Democratic party 


take a man of tne Republican national 
convention and make him the standard 
bearer of the great Democratic party? 
The general Impression among the lead- 
Ing Democrats la that they will not do it. 


Richard G. Kerns, national committ- 


man from Missouri, returned yesterday 
from Canton, where he was summoned 
by telegraph by Major McKinley. He 
was accompanied on his visit by ex- 
Congressman Nathan Frank. As to the 
object of his tfislt, Mr. Kerns said it 
was to talk over the situation. They 
also talked about the money plank for 
the platform. 
At least half a dozen 


money planks have been sent to Major 
McKinley from different parts of the 
country. 


"I examined them all," said Mr. Kerns, 


"and there was scarcely a pin's-point of 
difference, and their declarations 
all 


were for sound money. Major McKin- 
ley Is a-sound money man. He will be 
nominated as such on the first ballot. 
There will be no humbug of an informal 
ballot, as some of the anti-McKinley 
people are talking. By sound money. I 
mean that the Republican party will 
maintain the same parity between gold 
and silver that It always did, when in 
power." 


Nearly all the members of the national 


committee are here. The first meeting 
will be held today. Chairman Carter 
nrrlved last night from Washington 
with several other members, who came 
from the east. General Clarkson, the 
member from Iowa, is at Philadelphia 
and cannot be at the meeting. Senator 
Gear has his proxy. The committee will 
at once take up the contested seats,.and 
also the selection of temporary chair- 
man and other officers of the convention 
named by the committee. 


Maryland Democrats In Convention. 
Baltimore, June 10.—The Democratic 


'state convention, which assembled In 
this city today, Is remarkable in that for 
the first time in 30 years it finds the op- 
posing political power in control of all 
the important offices In the state. The 
work of the convention will be conflr.eil 
to the selection of 16 delegates to the 
Chicago convention and the adoption ot 
resolutions setting forth the views ol 
the Maryland Democrats upon national 
questions. It seems probable that the 
delegation to Chicago will be named by 
that wing of the party which ac- 
knowledges United States Senator Gor- 
man as its leafier. It Is possible, how- 
ever, that the dominant faction may, in 
the interest of harmony, decide to al- 
low their opponents equal representa-' 
tion, In which event it is hSely that 32 
delegates, with half a vote each, will be 
named. In no event will Senator Gorman 
be a delegate to Chicago, and it Is under- 
stood that he will not be a candidate foi 
re-election to a place on the national 
committee. As to the'resolutions, there 
Is but little doubt that they will contain 
a reafllrmatlon of the principles set 
forth In the last rational Democratic 
platform, with a strong expression In 
Cftvor of the gold standard In national 
currency. 


A Candidate'! Voice. 


Washington, June 10.—A letter from 


ex-Governor Boles to 'a friend in this 
city says: "If the sliver delegates con- 
trol the convention at Chicago, a Dem- 
ocrat will certainly be nominated by tha 
convention. .It is not vastly Important 
as to who he shall be, if he Is a thoroughly 
tried and true frt^jid of the free coinage 
of silver, and te't'•>•"*le and honest. It 
would, in my jud »ement, be •absolutely 
impossible to unite any considerable 
number of the del ;gates to that conven- 
tion In favor of nominating anyone out- 
s'.de of the party, for the head of tha 
ticket at least."

WITH AMEEICA. IN THE TEX- 


TILE INDUSTKIES. 


The 
Progress in Modern 


Methods Wonderful. 


Washington, 
June 
10. — Chairman. 


Dingley of the house ways and means 
committee, yesterday, made a, report on 
the menace to American manufactures 
by the threatened invasion o£ the cheap 
products of Oriental la-bor, and,upon.the 
effect of the difference o£ exchange be- 
tween gold standard and silver standard 
countries upon United States manufac- 
turing and at'rlcultural interests, these 
questions havins been investigated by 
the. committee. 
The report says the sudden awaken- 


ing ol Japan from. Oriental slumber of 
centuries is being followed by an equally 
rapid westernizing of her methods of 
Industry; that, while the. Japanese do 
not have the Inventive faculty of Amer- 
icans, or even of Europeans, their in- 
itiative faculties are wonderful. Their 
standard of living would be regarded as 
practical starvation by the workmen of 
the United States, and hours of labor 
average 12 a day. Such skilled workmen 
as blacksmiths, carpenters, masons, 
compositors, tailors and plasterers re- 
ceive in Japanese cities only from 2G to 
J3 cents, and factory operatives, D to 
20 cents a day in our money, and nearly 
double those sums In Japanese silver 
money, while farm hands receive $1.44 a 
month. 


Europeans and Americans, says Mr. 


Dingley-, are recognizing the profitable 
field afforded for investments and fac- 
tories, and he adds: "Sixty-one cotton 
mills, controlled ostensibly by Japanese 
companies, but promoted by Europeans, 
and several email silk factories are In 
operation, with something like f.00,000 
spindles. Japan is making most of the 
cotton goods required to supply the 
narrow wants of her own people, and Is 
beginning to export cheap silk fabrics 
and handkerchiefs. Recently a watch 
factory with American machinery was 
established by Americans, although the 
stock Is held In the names of Japanese, 
as foreigners will not be permitted to 
carry on manufacturing In their own 
names until 1S95. and the progress made 
indicates that the enterprise will prove 
a success. 


"While your committee have not found 


that any articles of Importance'made by 
factory methods in Japan, outside of 
cheap silks, handkerchiefs, mattings, 
rugs, etc., have as yet invaded the mar- 
kets of the United States, It, Is probable 
tl.al the rapid introduction, oi machinery 
Into Japan will, within a few years, 
make Japanese factory products, es- 
pecially fine cottons, silks and otbcr 
articles in which the labor cost here Is 
an Important element in production, a 
more serious competitor in our markets 
than products of Great Britain, France 
and Germany have .been, simply for the 
reason that Japanese wages are lower 
than European wages, and Japanese 
labor is likely soon to become as effec- 
tive with machinery as European labor. 
The result will be counteracted some- 
what by the Inevitable tendency of con- 
tact with civilization to Improve the 
standard of living, and consequently the 
wages of the Japanese workmen." 


According to Mr. Dingley, the'compe- 


tition will differ, not in kind, but In 
decree, from 
European competition. 


The committee reports that it knows no 
remedy, outside of. the absolute prohibi- 
tion 
enforced 
against convict 'labor 


goods, except the imposition of duties 
on completing goods, equivalent to the 
difference io cost and distribution. An 
argument for this policy is made that It 
will accomplish a double purpose, the 
collection of revenue to support the gov- 
ernment and the placing of competition 
in our markets on the basis of our wages. 


Manufacturing wages In the United 


States are 25 per cent higher in purchas- 
ing pcnver than a quarter of a century 
ago, in consequence of which the labor 
cost of production In Japan is largely 
diminished, .while the labor cost of pro- 
duction in the United States.has been 
increased, except as counteracted by a. 
larger use of labor-saving devices. 


It is claimed, however, that notwith- 


standing the wages of the Japanese 
laborer have not risen as the silver yen 
(dollar) of Japan has depreciated, as 
compared w-lth gold, yet his wages will 
still buy as many Japanese products 
as they would 23 years ag-o. Yet it is 
evident that so far as the Japanese peo- 
ple consume foreign products, they must 
pay nearly twice as much for them, 
either in their own production or in their 
money, as they would pay if they were 
not on a silver basla—a-fact which 
clearly diminishes the purchasing power 
of Japanese wages one-half so far as 
the Japanese consume foreign products. 
The report continues: 


"Silver standard countries like Japan 


and Mexico, In which,, as It is claimed, 
the prices of domestic products esti- 
mated In sliver remain the same as In 
1873, are put to a disadvantage in their 
trade with foreign countries on a gold 
standard, in that the latter countries 
are able to use sliver which costs nearly 
50 per cent less than It did in 1873, in pay- 


. ment for the products of silver standard 
! countries, practically, paying but half as 
1 much In their money for products of. sll- 
! ver standard countries as they paid in 
! 1873, while the silver standard countries 
pay, or at least,paid. In 1892,-85 percent 
more in silver and only 15 per cent less 
In gold for the products of gold standard' 
countries than they did in 1873." 


The advantages /In foreign trade of 


an identical monetary standard are 
bhown, and including the probabilities 
of enlisting the countries, of European 
an International agreement for a fixed 
i:oinage ratio between gold and silver, 
It Is said that the leading -European 
countries, especially1 England, must be 
the first to feel the competition of Japan 
fc.nd other Oriental countries.

"Washington, June 10.—Secretary Car- 


lisle's reply to the sub-committee of the 
senate finance committee, charged with 
the Investigation of the sale oi United 
Stntc-K bonds during the years L894, J.S05 
and 189G, was made public yesterday. 
The statement Is dutod June 1. Review- 
ing the conditions which led to the boud 
issues, the secretary says: 


"Largely on account of apprehensions 


111 this country and abroad as to tbe 
dhlllty of-the government to continue 
the current redemption of Its notes In 
pold coin, and maintain the parity of the 
two metals, the exports of gold during 
the fiscal year 18112 reached the unpre- 
cedented amount oC $10S.CSO,8-M, nearly 
all of which was withdrawn from the 
public treasury by the presentation of 
notes for redemption. During the three 
months next preceding "March 7, 1892, 
when I assumed control of this depart- 
ment, the withdrawals of gold from the 
treasury amounted to $3r>,563,093, 
and 


during the eight months next succeed- 


lENTIST 


to $39,959,520. 
These withdrawals and 


shipments began on n large scale In 
June, 1892, and continued with only short 
periods of intermission until the cloue of 
the fiscal year 1893. On Dec. 31. 1892, Ihe 
free gold In the treasury amounted to 
$121.266,662.29, and on Feb. 28 it had fallen 
to 
$103,284,218.91. The 
reserve 
fund 


would have fallen below $100,000,000 be- 
fore March 1, 1S93. If my predecessor In 
office had not effected arrangements In 
January and February by which the 
sum of about f8.250.000 in gold was pro- 
cured from certain bankers at New York 
in exchange for United States notes and 
otherwise. 


"Notwithstanding the most strenu- 


ous efforts by the department to main- 
tain $100,000,000 reserve Intact, the pres- 
entation of notes for redemption to pro- 
cure gold for shipment abroad continued 
to such an extent that on April 22, 1S93, 
for the first time since the fund was 
established, It became necessary to use 
a part of It for redemption purposes, and 
it was reduced to ?95,432,357, and was 
reduced on Jan. 17, 1894, to-.569,757,824. 
The cash balance then in the treasury, 
excluding the current liabilities, but in- 
cluding the gold reserve and all sub- 
sidiary and minor coin, was only $83,- 
9H,402. Very little gold was being re- 
ceived, owing to dues to the government, 
and it was therefore Impossible to In- 
crease the reserve without resorting to 
the Issue and sale of bonds, under the 
authority conferred by the resumption 
act. The call of Jan. 17,1894, for an Issue 
of 550,000,000, brought to the treasury 
SC8,600,917. ' 


"On March 6, 1S94, after this sale had 


been completed, the free gold amounted 
to S107.416.802, and after falling to 552,- 
189,500 Aug. 7, 1SD-1, It was slowly replen- 
ished by voluntary exchanges ot gold 
coin for United States notes and other 
currency by the banks, and by small re- 
ceipts of gold in the payment of dues to 
the government, 
until Nov. 14, 1894, 


when It reached S61,878,374. In the mean- 
time the frequent presentation of notes 
for redemption In gold by Individuals 
and Institutions not desiring It for ex- 
port, clearly indicated the existence ot 
uneasiness in the public mind, while for- 
eign exchange was almost constantly 
at or near a rate which made It neces- 
sary to export gold to pay bills at their 
maturity, 
and, 
consequently, with- 


drawals for shipment were dally threat- 
ened. 
Some shipments of gold were 


actually being made, and as the season 
was approaching when large exporta- 
tlons nearly always occur, it was con- 
sidered absolutely necessary for the 
maintenance of the public credit 
and 


the continued execution ot the mone- 
tary policy declared by congress In the 
act of July 14, 1890, and repealed In the 
act of Nov. 1, 1893, to resort agam to an 
Issue of bonds. 
Public proposals ac- 


cordingly were Issued for the sale of ad- 
ditional C per cent 10-year bonds to the 
amount of 550,000,000. 


"Pour hundred and eighty-six bids 


were received, amounting to 5178,S36,OiX>, 
nearly all of which were at rates which 
would yield to the Investors 3 per cent 
or less. Oce bid for the whole sum ot 
550,000.000, 'all or none,1 upon the basis 
of 2.S7S per cent, being the most advan- 
tageous offer for the government that 
was made, either singly or by aggre- 
gating the separate bids, was accepted. 


"The payments Into the treasury on 


account of this sale, amounting to S&8,- 
038,500,, were not entirely completed un- 
til after Dec. 1, 1894, and It soon became 
evident that the transaction had not 
been effectual to stop withdrawals of 
g-old. 
These large withdrawals were 


due almost entirely to a feeling of ap- 
prehension In the public mind, especially 
among the holders of our 
securities 


abroad, which increased in intensity 
from day to day until it reached the pro- 
portions of a panic In the financial cen- 
ters, and it was evident that, unless 
effectual steps were promptly taken to 
check the growing distrust, the govern- 
ment would bo compelled within a few 
days to suspend' gold payments and 
drop to a silver and paper standard. 
The situation was so grave that the at- 
tention of congress was called to the sub- 
ject by a special message from the 
president on Jan. 28,1895." 


After freely quoting from this mes- 


sage, the secretary says that congress 
having failed to pass any measure for 
the relief of the treasury, or to.take any 
action calculated to allay the serious 
apprehensions then existing In the pub-, 
lie mind, a contract was entered Into on 
•Feb. 8, 1S95, with August Belmont Ji Co. 
Df New York, on behalf of themselves 
and N. M. Rothschild & Sons of London, 
nnfl J. P. Morgan & Co. of New York, 
on behalf of themselves.and J. S. Mor- 
gan & Co. of London, for the purchase 
of 3,600,000 ounces of standard gold at 
the prioe of $17.80411 per ounce, to be 
paid for In United States 30-year 1 per 
c™t bonds. Not less than one-half of 
the gold was to be procured abroad. As 


an ounce of gold "was worth $18.60465, the 
difference between that sum and the 
contract price represents the premium 
received by the 
g-overnment on the 


bonds,.making the price at which tire 
bonds'were accepted'S104.4946.. At this 
price the bonds would yield the Investor 
3.75 per cent per annum. 


The secretary .quotes from the presi- 


dent's message sent to congress imme- 
diately on the execution of this contract, 
In which he again calls attention to the 
financial condition of the treasury, and. 
urges the passage on an act authoriz- 
ing the secretary to substitute 3 percent 
bonds, payable In gold, for the 4 per 
cent described Iri the contract, and call- 
Ing attention to a stipulation In the con- 
tract signed that day, by which, If au- 
thorized, the new low-rate borids could 
be substituted w'thln 10 days, for the 
4 per cents. A bill to this effect, Intro- 
duced In the house, failed to pass, and 
the contract vras completed, the govern- 
ment Issuing bonds to the amount of 
£62,315,400, and receiving therefor $05,116,- 
2-14. The last deposit of gold was m:ide 
June 24, 1895, but the parties continued 
to make deposits until Sept. 11, 1S03, in 
exchange for United States notes and 
treasury notes, the amount so deposited 
aggregating J1C.127.432. The agreement 
to protect the treasury gold, the secre- 
tary says, was faithfully carried out. 


"Withdrawals of gold again net in, 


and on Dec. 2, 1895, the president .italn 
sent a special message to congress ask- 
ing remedial leslglatlon, but none waa 
enacted, and on Jan. 6, 1898, a circular 
waa Issued asking for subscriptions for 
JIOO.000,000 4 per cents of the same char- 
acter as the others. The bids for this 
loan numbered 4641, and aggregated 
$t-i3,OCO,000, of which 5155,530,000, coming 
from irresponsible parties, was thrown 
out. 
Among the bide received was one 


for the whole 5100,000,000 from J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. of New York, at S110.6S77. 
After accepting all higher bids there 
remained 5B3.179.S50, which was allotted

acquainted 


with the value of such securities, and are 
in the habit of dealing in them. Of 
course such large amounts offered at 
one time cannot be 'sold for as high a 
price, payable In gold, as can be obtained 
for smaller amounts to be paid in the 
ordinary way, and my opinion Is that 
the prices received by the government 
for the bonds sold in 1S94. 1S05 and 1896 
were as high as It was possible to ob- 
tain under the circumstances existing 
at the time when the sales were made.

Senate and Bouse Make Good Progre&t 


Tcnvnrcl Adjournment. 


Washington, June 10.—The house yes- 


terday gave its final approval to confer- 
ence reports on two of the four appro- 
priation bills which were In Issue—the 
naval and Indian bills. A vote taken on 
the senate public building amendments 
to the sundry civil bill (Savannah) just 
prior to adjournment Indicates that the 
opposition to these amendments In tho 
house Is waning, and that the house will, 
on the next vote, agree to them. These 
amendments and the electric lighting 
and sectarian charities Items In the 
District of Columbia bill stand between 
congress and final adjournment. It was 
the opinion of the house leaders that an 
adjustment would be effected, and final 
adjournment reached by Thursday at 
the latest. Most of the day in the house 
was devoted to the consideration of the 
Aldrlch-Underwood contested election 
case from tho Ninth Alabama district. 
Mr. Aidrlch-was given the seat by B. 
vote of 115 to 107. Fifty Republicans 
voted, with the Democrats against this 
action. 


The senate agreed to final conference 


reports on the naval and Indian appro- 
priation bills, leaving only the sundry 
civil and the District of Columbia con- 
ference reports outstanding. The reso- 
lution for,an Inquiry into the circum- 
stances of the award of the statue o£ 
General TV. T. Sherman occasioned an 
animated debate. 
The resolution was 


finally defeated. The bill to amend the 
law respecting punishment for con- 
tempt of court was discussed, but a final 
vote was not reached. The measure Is 
the result of the agitation' over the im- 
1'rlsonment -of Eugene V. Debs 
and 


others for contempt. An effort to pass 
one of the pension bills 'recently vetoed 
by the president failed through the 
absence of a quorum.
